BLAZE IN GREAT OIL 
SUMP DRAWS CROWDS. 


TWENTY THOUSAND GALLONS 
OF PETROLEUM AND BUILD- 
INGS BURN. 


Adding a spectacular touch to the 
otherwise quiet celebrations of In- 
dependence Day at Pomona and 
Fullerton, 20,000 gallons of oll burst 
into flame on the Graham & Loftus 
lease, midway between the two 
cities, late yesterday afternoon. 

It is thought the dry grass near a 
sump-hole containing the  fiuid 
caught fire and carried the flames 
into the oil. The fire burned bright- 
ly for a few minutes and then set- 
tled to the surface of the black 
liquid, giving off a cloud of smoke 
which fof a time covered the sky 
and caused many to think a great 
storm was approaching.

MOTHER'S LETTERS THAT 
NEVER REACHED HIM. 


Fritz Thies, son of Mrs. G. M. 
Thies, of 802 Irolo street, and mem- 
ber of the Sixth Regiment Ma- 
rines, which helped save France in 
the fight at Belleau Word, returned 
home yesterday and celebrated In- 
dependence Day by reading a bale 
of letters which were sent to him 
in France and returned to this city 
because his address was unknown. 
For thirteen months his mother 
wrote him a letter every day, and 
he never received any of the mis- 
sives. Mrs. Thies says that 137 of 
the letters have already been re- 
turned to her, and that more are 
probably on their way home. 

Gen. Petain decorated young Thies 
with the Croix de Guerre after the 
big fight at Chateau Thierry. Thies 
was gassed in one engagement, and 
in June, 1918, he was wounded by 
shrapnel so severely that he has 
spent most of his time since in h 
pitals, having been sent home in a 
convalescent condition. 

During the battle of Belleau 
Wood young Thies was captured by 
Germans and kept prisoner for eight 
days. Because his is a German 
name, the Huns treated him with 
extreme cruelty. One night he 
awoke and found his guard asleep. 
Locating a heavy bludgeon in the 
darkness, he struck the guard over 
the head with it and made his es- 
cape by crawling fourteen miles to 
the American lines. 

He stated yesterday that while in 
Belleau ood he and his bunkie 
grew ti of lying in the same 
shell holes for hours and decided 
to trade shell holes. Within ten 
minutes thereafter, he says, a burst- 
ing shell blew his bunkie’s head off 
and nearly buried him with dirt. 
Young Thies volunteered before he 
was 17 vears of age, and was award- 
ed the Croix de Guerre on his nine- 
teenth birtnaay.

to Own Automobiles. 


C ompany Interprets Recent 
Vote as Happy Sign. 


This city will see a revival of the 
jitney-bus business, if the Los An- 
geles Railway carmen fail to secure 
certain concessions from the coin 
pany and decide to strike, according 
to members of the union. 

They assert inat, in the event a 
strike is called in the near future, 
scores of motermen and conducturs 
intend to grease yp their Chevrolets 
and Fords and engage in the jitney- 
bus business while the strike is in 
progress, running alongside the 
street cars on the principal streets 
and soliciting patronage from peo- 
ple who may be unable to get street- 
car service. 

It is said that no less than 25 per 


cent. of the motormen and con- 
ductors on the yellow car lines own 
automobiles. Most of them are of 
the touring-car type, and the men 
feel it would be profitable for them 
to engage in the jitney-bus business 
as competitors of the company, if 
they should decide to quit running 
street cars. 

We don't want to strike, and we 
are going to exhaust every visible 
means of settlement before we take 
drastic action, but if we decide a 
strike is the only cure for the con- 
dition that exists, we will probably 
strike, and if we do, we are going 
into the jitney business and pick up 
our share of the money the company 
will lose,“ said a prominent member 
of the Carmen's Union last night. 

Sidestepping the fact that the peo- 
ple of this city voted jitney busses 
out of business two years ago, the 
carmen say that, in the event of a 
strike, they think the public will 
welcome jitney busses with open 
arms, as a temporary relief. 

The fact that the yellow car men 
voted three to one Thursday on a 
question declared afterward to have 
been merely a test of confidence in 
the Railway Employees’ Union Com- 
mittee and in favor of further ne- 
gotiations, is interpreted by the 
company's officials es an indication 
that most of the men are contented 
wg willing to continue dealing with 

e company as employees ,rather 
than as members of a union. Com- 
pany officials say labor agitation is 
dying down and conditions now ap- 
pear entirely harmonious. 

R. P. Dix and other members 
vf the committee insist that Thurs- 
day's vote was not a strike vote, but 
rather an expression of confidence 
in the Executive Committee, which 
is composed of Mr. Dix, C. C. Birch, 
C. J. Salars. F. P. Coennen, P. E. 
Gester, H. D. Redman, John Car- 
brey and T. 8. Stroud. 

Mr. Birch said last night that he 
is not authorized to announce the 
exact number of votes cast, but that 
it was in the neighborhood of 1000, 
and that the substance of the prop- 
osition upon which the carmen bal- 
loted was that they would dgree. 
to uphold the committee in any ac- 
tion it might take, but that the com- 
mittee is not authorized to call a 
strike on the result of this vote. The 
men, he said, voted about 76 per 
cent. in favor of upholding the com- 
mittee. 


HOPES DEFERRED FOR 
SHIPYARD STRIKERS. 


PEACE NEGOTIATIONS SEEM TO 
BE ABANDONED PENDING 
MEETING IN NORTH. 


Having twice reached a deadlock 
while trying to settle the shipyard 
strike in conference with officials 
of the Los Angeles Shipbulding 
and Dry Dock Company, members 
of the Metal Trades Council in con- 
trol of the 4000 striking shipbuild- 
ers here appear to have abandoned 
hope of further negotiations with 
the company until after the Coast 
district convention of Metal Trades 
Councils in San Francisco, the 21st 
inst. 


At this meeting, all the interna- 
tional presidents of Metal Trades 
Councils will be present and it is 
said a new working agreement ap- 
plicable to all shipbuilding yards 
on the Pacific Coast will be worked 
out and presented to the various 
companies. Local shipbuilders hope 
such an arrangement will lead to a 
settlement of the local dispute. 

According to reports, fully half 
the men who struck at the plant of 
the Los Angeles Shipbutiding and 
Dry Dock Company six weeks ago 
have entered other employment in 
recent weeks. Most of the ship- 
wrights are working as carpenters 
and other artisans are engaged in 
‘the various building industries. 
Those who are still holding out, it 
ie said, don’t care whether they go 
back to the yard or not.

‘Would Record Great Events 


of Years of War.

A film showing the life and offi- 
cial acts of President Wilson during 
the last eight years, and preserving 
with historical exactness the mo- 
mentous events that shaped the 
course of this and other nations in 
that time, may be made shortly after 
the President's arrival in the United 
States. 

This information, rumored in the 
official and other circies in Wash- 
ington for some time, was tudirectly 
donnhrmed here last night, wnen Us- 
car A. Price, president of the Un- 
ed Artists’ Corporation, and former- 
ly assistant to Director-General ot 
Railroads McAdoo, stated he be- 
lieves the President may not con- 
sider the production ot such a tilm 
inconsistent with his ideas on the 
subject. 

As discussed by those in close 
touch with the gituation, the Ulm

During the 
whole period no German soldier set foot 
on an American possession and, until the 
armistice was signed, no American troops 
had crossed the frontiers of the German 
Empire. Yet the triumph of American 
‘arms is one of the most notable of historic 
‘Secord; and the defeat of Germany is more 

than that of any other great pow- 
er in the last thousand years. 

The President returns with more honors 
and glory than fell to the lot of any of his 
predecessors. He has justified the faith 
of the free peoples of the world that he 
would not assent to a peace which did not 
guarantee selfdetermination and equal jus- 
tice to every nation and did not create a 
League of Nations to guard the peace of 
the world. He well deserves the plaudits 
of the millions of Americans who are to bid 
him welcome bome. 

At the time when the 
nounced his intention to attend the Peace 
Conférence in person his resolve was con- 
demned by the American press. Because 
no other President had left our shores dur- 


ing the term for which he was elected the 


doubting Thomases looked upon the trip 
with forebodings. But The Times ass erted 
editorially that the President was better 
informed concerning European conditions 
than the country at large and that he was 
the best judge whether his presence at the 
peace table was necessary. The successful 
termination of the peace negotiations carry 
their own vindication. The Times com- 
mends the President for the courage to 
make the trip and for the notable success 
of his mission. i 

As soon as the President has presented 
the copy of the treaty to the Senate and 
delivered his message recommending its im- 
mediate and unreserved ratification he will 
start on a tour of his country in a 
campaign of education which he deems nec- 
essary to convey to the American people a 
correct impression of the League of Na- 
tions covenant that they may appreciate 
the imperative necessity of this country's 


becoming one of the signatories of the 


lea cue. 

This campaign the President will doubt 
less conduct to a successful issue; for Mr. 
Wilson is an incomparable campaigner and 
be bas a good case. While The Times is 
not within the inner administration circle, 
receives no private confidences from the 
President and differs with him on many 
questions of national policy, it is thoroughly 
in accord with his views concerning the 
ratification of the peace While any 
advice we have t6 offer is not likely to reach 
the Presidential ear, we shall not let that 
deter us from making a few friendly sug- 
gestions for the good of the cause. Leaves 
cast into the air. esvecially leaves of The 
Times, sometimes fall in unexpecte4 places. 

If the President will devote himself to the 
logie of the situation rather than to parti- 
san attacks; if he will eschew his babit of 
puncturing his opponents with an adroit 
Pp and base his appeal on the high 
Pp of Americanism he will avoid unnec- 
egsary opposition and win a support that 
invective would only turn against him. 

If the President will seek to mollify rath- 
er than to offend the United States Senate: 
if he will seek to convince rather than to 
dragoon tie will find his efforts more pro- 
ductive of good than the campaigns of coer- 
cion he attempted last year. ‘ 

President Wilson has an exceptions! op- 
portunity to make clear to the public his 
reasons for not taking the Senate into his 
confidence during the peace negotiations. 
He can explain why treaties cannot be en- 
acted in town meetings, why a certain 
amount of seclusion and secrecy is neces- 
sary. The American people have not al- 
Ways realized that five great powers were 
immediately concerned, and thirty lesser 
ones, in the drafting of the peace treaty. 
The President may tel] why certain things 
which he had himself advocated were not 
written into the covenant. There were five 
votes in every conference and no section 
was adopted until the vote was unanimous. 

The Times believes that, if the case is 
presented as it should be, if the appeal is 
made to patriotism and not to partisanship, 
the Senate will ratify the treaty, including 
the League of Nations covenant, without 
making any damaging modifications. Oth- 
erwise it will reopen issues that have been 
settled; it will provoke quarrels that have 
been avoided: and the victories that have 
been won abroad will be sacrificer to bicker- 
ings, recriminations and animosities at home. 

If, President Wilson will display through- 
out his speaking tour a high resolve to 
place love of country above political ani- 
mosity the United States Senate wil) be 
placed in a position where it cannot fail to 
do likewise.

It's about time . American people 


hed more to say about strikes than they 
have had in the past. Most people seem 
to think there are only two parties to a 
strike, the employers and the employed. 
They overlook the innocent third party, 
which generally suffers most. 

Take the case of the telephone strike. 
Ought not the public to have something to 
say about it? Should it not be within the 
power of the people to prevent such a strike 
unless they are convinced it has merit? 

The public is more inconvenienced by the 
strike than anybody else. The stockholders 
of the company may feel it when their next 
dividend time arrives; the strikers are feel 
ing it now because their strike “pay.” sup- 
plied by sympathizing unions, is not equal 
to their normal wage. But neither the 
stockholders nor the strikers are losing as 
much as the genera! public. 

The company has announced that every 
just claim for a reduction in charges on 
account of interrupted service during the 
strike will be adjusted, thus showing that 
it recognizes the right of the public in this 
respect. There ought to be some way to 
make the strikers contribute some of 
this rebate, for it is ae much their fait as 
that of the company that the loss has been 
occasioned. 

But who is to pay for the inconvenience, 
the possibile loss of business, the ras pine of 
temper and the other unpleasantries which 
the public has been forced to suffer? When 
there's a strike the public always pays. 
therefore the public should have the right

to look far to find a man's-size job for the 
league to tackle. 

Peace and sanity must be brought to Mex- 
ico either by a war which may involve many 
powers, or by the intervention arbitration 
ef the League of Nations. 

The Mexican question is not for Mexico 
alone; it is for the world. That country in- 
cludes one of the richest sections in the 
Western Hemisphere. A world hard pressed 
needs and demands its products. The great 
British navy, looking to Mexico for fuel 
oil, cannot be expected to let its engines 
rust waiting for a Mexican rough house to 
simmer down to peace. Either peace will 
be brought to Mexico by the adjustments of 
the League of Nations or the Monroe Doc- 
trine will be in danger of finding Itself 
among the scraps of paper.. : 

It is not at all probable that the great 
European powers will permit any single 
country to subdue and re-establish Mexico 
independently. It is a job for the league 
or its mandatory. And Uncle Sam may get 
the league's mandate muy pronto. 

Another job that awaits the league ts 
boiling in the Orient. China's predicament 
cannot be overlooked. Japan now finds 
herself ahold of the bear's tall. If she 
releases her grip on China she will find 
herself in great future peril. On the con- 
trary, the rest of the world can scarcely 
permit, Japan to overrun China entirely. 


European interests in China are too enor- 


mously important. 

The past has shown that the European 
nations with interest In China trust each 
other to about the extent that an Orange- 
man trusts an Irishman. 
combination of nations could settle the Chi- 
nese-Japanese question. That is a matter 
that must be adſusted by the whole world 
sitting as a League of Nations. And it 
must be adjusted in such a way that one 
day a vengeful, outraged China, with 300. 
000,000 people, does not go tearing through 
the world like a mad dog at a Sunday-school 
picnic. 

Europe alone has enough work to occupy 


the league continuously for many years to 


come. 

The old vexed Balkan question, which for 
centuries has been like a tinder box. is, at 
the end of the war, more acute and danger- 
‘ous than at any time during the history of 
the world 

There is probably no single man alive 
who understands the Balkan question. Ger- 
man diplomats understood a Ifttle of it. 
The British and ourselves had only vague 
ideas on the subject. Through the years 
past the diplomatic world has been afraid 
to open up the question for examination and 
adjustment. They shivered at the very 
mention of the name. That complicated 
mass of religious, racial. ethnological, in- 
dustrial, geographical quarrels. which. the 
world has feared @s the “Palkan question” 
must finally be talked out and settled or 
the world never will be at peace. It is a 
historical fact that every war fought over 
it has left the Balkan question more dan- 
gerous. The League of Nations is the one 
agency that can safely pick the thing to 
pieces; get all the boys together from the 
Balkan states and tell them to set their 
troubles out for inspection and disposal. 

Poland, Russia, South Africa, the Adri- 
atic, Kiel are all questions—or at least in- 
volve questions—that will result in wars 
unless they are fully aired and disrosed of.

Gossip that President Wilson would re- 
tire to the seclusion of an estate in the 
mountains near Santa Barbara and devote 
his days to writing the history of the world 
war and the permanent peace do not take 
Mrs. Wilson sufficiently into consideration. 
It may be that the lady is not willing to re- 
tire. The throbbing and zestful life of ot. 
ficlaldom and society appeals to her and she 
may not be ready to give it up. 

Likewise, if Mr. Wilson is to write bis- 
tory as well as make it, he might find it 
more to his purpose to work at Washington, 


where the official documents and records 


are at once available. Concerning Mr. WII. 
son’s capacity as a historian there is no 
question, yet men of letters doubt his quali 
fications for setting forth the great and 
truthful story of the world war.. He him- 
self was so much a part of ft and his share 
in the final adjustmemnt so emphatic that 
he is denied the unbiased but accurate per- 
spective of an outside observer. 

Publishers are ready to endow hith with 
great fortune if he will pen the record as 
he sees it, but it will be the Wilson story 
and not the outstanding history of the 
great war. That will not be written by an 
American and possibly not by any writer 
living today. A flight of years is usually 
essential to establish the contour of history. 

But if Mrs. Wilson will assent to the 
President's retirement to the Southland's 
hills he will find a Welcome and an inspir- 
ing environment for literary labor. Young 
democracy would come and sit at the feet 
of the Sage of Montecito as men came in 
other days to the Sage of Monticello.

As president of the American Woman's 
Suffrage Association she followed Mrs. Car- 
rie B. Chapman, who had in turn occupied 
the office after the resignation of Miss Su- 
san B. Anthony, Dr. Shaw's most intimate 
friend. These two predecessors were wom- 
en of great executive ability «nd natural 
leaders. Dr. Shaw proved in overy way 
a worthy successor and, thanks to their 
sowing of the ground and her own energies, 
she reaped a harvest of success, her admin- 
istration being marked by unprecedented 
progress and extraordinary growth in mem- 
bership, 

It is through the influence of such great 
women as Dr. Shaw that the women of 
California are today enjoying full suffrage. 
But for the never-say-die spirit which they 
displayed and but for the courage with 
which they held to the cause through thick 
and thin equal suffrage in this and other 
States undoubtedly would have been longer

The definitive purpose of the 
Monroe Doctrine was to safeguard 
the interests of the United States by 
preventing non-American nations 
from acquiring further territory or 
sovereignty in this hemisphere by. 
aggression or by voluntary transfer 
from any present owner. If this 
doctrine was not in the interest of 
peace, What was its purpose? If it 
has had any other and selfish pur- 
pose, if it has been, in the minds of 
some, to make the Western Hemi- 
sphere a hunting preserve for the 
United States alone, that purpose 
should be disclaimed. That it is 
only to further peace and 
ought now to be acknowledged. 

Properly limited, the doctrine is a 
policy to make and keep the West- 
tern Hemisphere safe for demovracy. 
That is the purpose which Monroe 
and Adams had distinctly in mind 
in their first declaration as the 


words of the famous message of 
| 1823 show. The addition to the doc- 


trine after their day, by which non- 


American countries were prevented 


from acquiring by voluntary trans- 
fer additional territory or sovereign- 
ty, must be attributed to the same 
motive. 

The attitude of these abjectors 
seems to be that we cannot permit 
anyone else to consider the scope 
of the Monroe [octrine, although 
now recognized by the league. They 
would maintain it without definition. 
Although it relates to, and limits, 
international action ef European 
and non-American - nations, it is to 
be treated as s0 entirely within 
-and limitations that 
even recognition of it in the treaty Is 
said to be an interference with 
our sovereignty. This view seems 
unreasonable. It reveals an unfor- 
tunate suspicion of friendly allies 
who have given sacrificial evidence 
of their good faith towards vs. It 
is not consonant with a sincere de- 
sire or reasonable hope for a League 
of Nations.

FT. WORTH, July 4.—Citizens of 
Burkburnett and Wichita Falls are 
signing a petition to the Legislature, 
pow in special session, for a law to, 
require promoters, officers and di- 
rectors of corporations and trustees 
of unincorporated joint stock oil as- 
sociations to file for record in the 
county where they are domiciled 
complete statements of their hold- 
ings and plans for development and 
to impose five to ten years imprison- 
ment for failure to file such state- 
ments or for willful failure to carry 
out plans so declared. 

They ask that a special district 
court be provided for Wichita coun- 
ty to probe suspected cases. The pe- 
tition is signed largely by oil opera- 
tors and is aimed at promoters al- 
leged to have misrepresented their 
holdings to investors and to have put 
into their own pockets money re- 
ceived for stock. 

The Wichita grand jury has is- 
sued a report asking that parties in- 
terested have books of suspected 
companies audited and have the evi- 
dence in shape for presentation to 
the grand jury when it reconvenes, 
July 21. 

NO FEDERAL JURISDICTION. 


Texas hag one supreme blessing, 
in regard to her oil] industry. and 
that. is the total absence of Federal 
jurisdiction over her lands. It is

The public lands of the State have 
been always a source of tremen- 
dous profit and prosperity to Texas. 
The vast Capitol at Austin was built 
entirely out of the proceeds of sales 
of lands and never cost the taxpayers 
a penny. The public schools are 
supported largely by the lands. 
Incidentally, it may be mentioned 
that former United States Attorney- 
General Thomas W. Gregory is a 
Texan. His interpretation of the 
Federal land laws, the extremes to 
which he went in prosecuting to the 
limit every act, however trifling, 
that he could construe as illegal, and 
the extreme zeal he displayed in 
hounding to the utmost all operators 
on United States lands, have certain- 
ly helped Texas by driving operators 
to the protection of her laws. Mr. 
Gregory's action worked to destroy 
the oil industry, actual and poten- 
tial, of California, Wyoming, Colo- 
rado, Utah, Montana and every 
Western State. Even Louisiana, with 
its trifling remainder of public lands, 
did not escape Mr. Gregory's vigi- 
lance.

Postmaster 3 was advised 
yesterday that many letters from all 
parts of the United States are be- 
ing held by the Brazilian authorities 
because mailed at the United States 
domestic postage rate inatead.of the 
Bragilian rate, which is 5 cents for 
the first ounce or fraction thereof, 
and 3 cents for each additional 
ounce or fraction thereof. Where 
the legal rates have not been paid 
the letters so delivered are subject 
to double thé deficient postage. 

In addition to Canada, Cuba, 
Mexico and Panama, the only coun- 
tries to which the United States 
domestic letter rate applies are 
England. Ireland, Scotland, Wales, 
the Bahamas, Barbadoes, British 
Guiana, British Honduras, Domin- 
ican republic, Dutch West Indies, 
Leeward Islands, Newfoundland, 
New Zealand, Trinidad and. the 
Windward Islands, 

A bulletin received yesterday by 
the postoffice says that special 
transit charges must be paid by 
senders of parcel post packages to 
Algeria, Corsica, Tunis, Palestine, 
Mesopotamia, Egypt, British India 
and Paraguay, for the reason that 
such packages must be transmitted 
through the intermediary of another 
8 with charges for this serv- 
ce. 

The special transit charges vary 
in different countries and informa- 
tion in each case should be had 
from the postoffice before mailing.

| BEACHES ARE SWAMPED. 


Quarter of a Million People Flood the 
Near-by Strands for Holiday. 


Independence Day was observed 
at the beaches yesterday by the 
greatest. flood of visitors in their 
history. It ts estimated that be- 
tween 75,000 and 80,000 out-of-town 
people were at Long Beach during 
the day, and close to 100,000 at Ven- 
ice and Santa Monica. The crowd at 
Redondo Beach and other near-by 
strands brought the total to at 
least 260,000, it was estimated. 

According to officials of the Pa- 
cific Electric Railway and the police 
and business men, yesterday was 
the biggest day in the history of 
Long Beach, from the standpoint of 
the number of visitors entertained. 
Automobiles were parked solidly 
from Ocean boulevard to Fourth 
street, and from Daisy avenue to be- 
yond Bixby Park. It is estimated 
that at least 8000 machines were 
in line, carrying on an average of 
five persons each. The Pacific 
Electric handled a crowd of simi- 
lar proportions. 

One element contributing to the 
unusual number of Fourth of July 
visitors in Long Beach is believed 


to be the fact that the country went 


dry July 1. Heretofore, that city 
sired to celebrate the nation’s birth- 
dav with the ald of the flowing bowl. 

All the Pike concessions and eat- 
ing places report by far the biggest 
day's business in their history. The 
beach was thickly dotted with 
pleasure-seekers for a stretch of five 
miles, from the harbor to Belmont 
pier.
